TYRANNY UNMASKED 


The white man!! How much of his 
mess does he think we can take? Today, we 
the black people of Saginaw, learned his 
answer--just as much as we will take, It's 
gotten so good to him that he's not even trying 
to cover up anymore, 

Today, November 14, 1967, he gave us a 
gut-twisting revelation! Without one teensy 
bit of tangible evidence, he convicted six of 
our black brothers of rioting, unlawful assem- 
bly, and assault and battery, This was done 
without evidence showing that anyone other 
than our brothers had been assaulted, without 
evidence that anyone other than the police had 
rioted, Worst of all, it was done without re- 
gard to our basic rights as a free people, 

They were convicted of rioting when no 
riot was declared by any authorized official, 
with unlawful assembly when a number of 
those involved were, infact, in their own 
home and the others were there by permissior. 
of those who lived there, They were convict- 
ed of assault ‘and battery even though the 
prosecution didn't produce any tangible 
evidence to show any policemen had been 
assaulted, 

The facts presented in defense of the bro- 
thers by the Honorable Milton R, Henry, did 

_net make any difference although they were 
supported by over 20 articles of evidence and 
an eye witness's testimony, 

All the prosecution had was the word of 
the police, The police who have shown that 
they have little or no regard for black people 
by shooting blindly and without descretion in 
to a house full of black men, women and child 
ren, The same police who tryed to make a 
black expectant mother lay down in the street 
and when she refused, they told her to "squat! 

They justified all of their brutal and sav- 
age actions by claimiing that someone fired 
at them from the house, Yet, no gun was 
produced, They said they were stoned by 
bricks, bottles, and other things, Yet they 
showed no evidence of any injuries to any one 
of them, They said several police cars were 
damaged, yet there was no evicence of a dam- 


aged police car, 


The prosecutor ranted and raved some 
nonsense about law and order--Law and order 
How can they expect us to accept law and 
order where there is no JUSTICE? It! simple! 
We have no right to expect justice when we 
allow them to shoot up our homes, shoot up 
our women and children, and we do nothing! 


Justice is for men! Respect is for men!

By this bold and flagrant abortion of 
justice, the white power structure has coe

MOTION FOR MISTRIAL DENIED BY JUDGE 
According to the rules in America a man 
is presumed innocent until proven guilty. Al- 
though its the law of the land, it does' not 
seem to have much bearing here in Saginaw. 
In his opening statements, during Mon- 
days trial, prosecutor Currie referred to 
the defendants as criminals. Judge McDonald 
sustained the objection raised by the defense 
attorney, the Honorable Milton R. Henry. 
Again later on in the trials, Currie made 
mention of a presumption of guilt. This time 
he was interupted by the judge, who apoligised 
for him. Even later, he again went astray 
of prudence. This time he was halted by the 
defense attorney, Mr. Henry, who at this 
point entered a motion for a mistrial. The 
motion was denied by Judge McDonald. At 
another point, it was necessary for Mr. Henry 
to threaten a motion for mistrial, on the gro- 
unds of poor conduct on the part of Currie. 


In his closing statements to the jurors, 
Curie said, in reference to the shooting into 
the private home by the policemen, that it is 
the only ways

only way? What ever happened to tear gas? 
Or is that only used for the West Side? 


Attorney Henry, who has practiced law 
across the nation, addressing the bench, said 
he had never before witnessed courtroom pro- 
cedures carried out in such a manner.

JUSTICE IN SAGINAW FOR BLACK PEOPLE 
SAME AS SLAVE ERA 


100 years ago, local government would not 
grant protection to:minority groups, persons 
it disliked or feared. Yet these are the people 
who most need the protection of law, because 
they did ndi have the wealth, the education, the 
family connections, or any of the other in- 
tangible assets which safeguard the rights of 
SO many against encroachment. State and 
local laws allowed White people to do what 
they had always done, because victims were 
only BLACK people. The will of the white 
community was reinforced by the heavy hand 
of Death, False Arrests, the Inequality of Pub- 
lic Services, Restrictions of the Black Earn - 
ing Power, the Controlling of BLACK LIVES 
by Irresponsible Private Power and Arbitrary 
Police Authority and INFERIOR EDUCATION, 

Black people lived in squalid homes be- 
cause they were not allowed to live elsewhere. 
Black people had to be beaten down for the 
survival of Slavery in a land dedicated to 
FREEDOM]! They were beaten, hanged, burned 
mutilated, and tortured. This was the era of 
Lynchings! The same old formula--the same 
old method--the same old objective was ex- 
hibited here in SAGINAW. When the city of 
Saginaw falsely charged 41 BLACK people 
with riotous and disorderly conduct and un- 
lawful assembly. These charges stemmed 
from the incident of last July 25th, when 


police herded them into a house at 6th and 
Lapeer Sts.;and then fired blindly into the 
house without regard for a black mother and 
her nine children and other unarmed black 
women and men inside the walls of their home 
Even though a thorough search by police 
failed to turn up weapons of any kind, the 
wounded and those who escaped death or in- 
jury were charged with firing guns and throw- 
ing bricks at police. : 

As in the cases of innocent black men and 
women who were Lynched---the objective was 
to beat Black people down by FEAR, 

Many of the victims were framed by WHITE 
WOMEN to cover their own indiscretions. The 
TRIALS of slaves in earlier days quickly 
prevented any evidence being established, any 
testimony being presented, and any possibil- 
ity of ACQUITTAL--as was evident in hear - 
ings and trials in Saginaw this past week of 
the Black riot victims. HATRED has smother- 
ed the Law, and this was the controlling factor. 

Despite the pleadings of the Afro-Herald 
and the United Power Legal Defense Fund, 
the Black people of Saginaw are content to do 
nothing! ! It is difficult to say who is most 
guilty--the Ignorant and Depraved officials 
who are allowed to perpetrate such crimes 
against Black people, or THOSE who know the 
enormity of these same trumped up offenses-- 
but do NOTHING to prevent them from occur- 
ring time and time again, year afteryear here 
in Saginaw.... 
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WE NEED YOUR HELP NOW!!! 


The City of Saginaw has falsely charged 41 
of our Black Brothers and Sisters of riotous 
and disorderly conduct. These charges stem 
from the incident of last July in which police 
corraled them all into a house at 6th and 
Lapeer and then fired blindly into the sides 
of the house, giving no regard to the fact that 
a mother and her nine children and other 
women were within the walls of their home at 
the time. 

After-a very thorough search failed to turn 
up a weapon, among the victims, the wounded 
were separated from the unwounded who were 
then carted off to jail to face further perse- 
cution at the hands of the blood-thirsty police. 

We were successful in getting them re- 
leased on bail, but at present we have not 
been able to obtain lawyers to represent all 
of them. 

We need your help now. We cannot let the 
man get away with such violent and flagrant 
abuse of our lives and rights as human beings.
